Fort Hood shooter identified 


No indication that 
troubled soldier 
targeted specific people

The commander of the Fort Hood Army base 
in Texas on Thursday identified the soldier 
suspected of shooting dead three people and 
wounding 16 on Wednesday as Ivan Lopez, 34, 
and said he was originally from Puerto Rico. 
Lt. Gen. Mark Milley told reporters that 
Lopez’s medical history indicated he was in 
an unstable psychological condition and there 
was a strong indication he had been in an al- 
tercation with another soldier prior to the 
shooting.

But he said there was no indication the 
shooter, who committed suicide by shooting 
himself in the head, had been targeting spe- 
cific people. 


No motive was given for the rampage, in 
what was the second mass shooting in five 
years at one of the largest military bases in the 
United States, raising questions about secu- 
rity at such installations. Officials have so far 
ruled out terrorism. 

He is suspected of smuggling a recently pur- 
chased Smith & Wesson .45 caliber pistol on 
to the base, which was used in the shootings. 

US. Army Secretary John McHugh said 
the soldier, who joined the service in 2008, 
had served two tours of duty abroad, includ- 
ing four months in Iraq in 2011. He had no di- 
rect involvement in combat and had not been 
wounded. 

“He was undergoing a variety of treatment 


and diagnoses for mental health conditions, 
ranging from depression to anxiety to some 
sleep disturbance. He was prescribed a num- 
ber of drugs to address those, including Am- 
bien,” McHugh told a US. Senate committee 
hearing. 

McHugh said the soldier and his wife were 
from Puerto Rico and that he had served in 
the Puerto Rican national guard before join- 
ing the U.S. Army. 

Lopez served in the Puerto Rico National 
Guard from January 1999 to 2004, in an infan- 
try unit and as a band member, both military 
combat training assignments; he also had a 
six-month stint as part of an observation mis- 
sion in the Sinai, Egypt, in 2006, Davis said.

FDA: , E-cigarette rule 
coming ‘very soon’ 


WASHINGTON The US. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration is “pushing very hard” to re- 
lease a proposed rule that would establish 
its authority over e-cigarettes, the head of 
the agency said Thursday amid concerns the 
products pose a risk to children. 

FDA Commissioner Margaret Hamburg 
told senators at a Congressional budget hear- 
ing that it has taken too long to move the rule 
forward and that she expects the proposal to 
be ready for release “very soon.” 

The FDA’s proposal is currently being ex- 
amined by the White House’s Office of Man- 
agement and Budget, which reviews potential 
regulations to assess their economic impact. 
OME, whieh has been reniewing the proposal 
for mughly ve months, bes nor saick when it 
will be finished with ibs asacsarnent. 

A growing chorus of public health adver 
eabes aed lavanakers are pressing for prompt 
release of the proposal, arguing that the ce- 
lay presents risks go children whe may be at- 
tracted roghe sweer favors often contained in 


e-cigarettes. 

Sen. Jeff Merkley (0-0) told Harnbure 
that the agency's delays were “disgmeeful,” 
since makers of products such as tutti-Fruted 
flavored e-cigarettes and strawberry-flavered 
cigars have “an iiaidious strategy to addict out 
children to nicotine.” 

“Four years ane) four months to et thee First 
draft over to MB is unacceptable,” he said, 
For OMB to ait orit foramonths, be added, “is 
unacceptable,” TLamburg said the criticisms 
were fair.

Jake LaMotta, aka the famous boxer Robert

The Bears used to play at the Friendly 
Confines.

Some reasons 
“Captain America: 
The Winter Soldier” 
is a stupid name for a 
movie: 

After the awful 
season we just had, all 
Chicagoans deserve 

to be called Winter Soldiers. 

It’s spring. 

The title makes it look like Captain 
America is the Winter Soldier. He isn’t. 
Would a movie ever be called “Batman: The 
Joker”? No. 

Whatever. Captain America, aka Steve 
Rogers (Chris Evans), remains my favorite 
Marvel superhero. The strong, speedy guy 
may not have the power of Thor or the 
Hulk (and thus has less to do when fighting 
alongside them), but that’s what I like about 
him. His straightforward, human determina- 
tion made 2011’s “Captain America: The First 
Avenger” the best of the Avengers origin sto- 
ries. “The Winter Soldier,” the best Marvel 
sequel, shows the guy’s still got it. 

Still adjusting to post-“Avengers” life in the 
modern era (if I have that franchise-within- 
a-franchise chronology right), the recently 
unfrozen Rogers, who’s now roughly 95 years 
old but looks like he’s in his mid-30s, makes no 
time for dating—to the chagrin of Natasha/ 
Black Widow (Scarlett Johansson). He’s all 
business but still has a sense of humor, and Ev- 
ans’ effortless banter with both Johansson and 
Anthony Mackie, as Sam Wilson/The Falcon, 
is part of what makes this Captain America 
work. “The Winter Soldier” doesn’t try harder 
than it needs to for laughs (like the irritating 
Kat Dennings in the “Thor” movies), better 
blending those moments with “Whoa!”- 
inducing action that takes place among people 
on Earth, not gods in the sky or whatever. 

Because this is a Marvel movie, “The

Winter Soldier,” co-starring Robert Redford 
and helmed by Anthony and Joe Russo (“You, 
Me and Dupree”), takes too long establish- 
ing a central villain. The titular assassin’s hair 
and mask look like Jared Leto showed up at 
his kid’s “Dress like ‘Mortal Kombat’” day 

at school. (If that exists, it shouldn't.) A long 
running time and abundance of explanatory 
dialogue zap what is otherwise a crackling 
good time. 

Yet it’s no small feat to make a conspiracy- 
related plotline valid again or to walk away 
from a 136-minute movie feeling like the 
story mostly was clean and efficient, with 
technological developments never dipping 
into techno-speak overkill. After all, this is 
Captain America. His square jaw isn’t the 
only square thing about him, and he’s more 
about action than words.

lision of you-know-what and a fan. Yet von 
Trier (“Melancholia”), in somewhat of a shift 
in approach, refuses to wag his finger. He 
destigmatizes a certain kind of free sexual 
behavior without sugarcoating it. 

In the continuing, frequently explicit 
flashback of “Vol. IT,” Joe (now mostly 
played by Gainsbourg) has lost all sexual 
sensation and will do whatever it takes to 
wake herself up. (If you shudder at the use 
of the C-word, or are looking for a turn-on, 
do not see “Nymphomaniac.”) This leads 
her to K (Jamie Bell), who runs a bizarre, 
violent operation during which he calls Joe 
“Fido” and does things to her that cannot be 
described in this publication. I have not even 
mentioned an earlier scene involving a rather 
unsanitary use of spoons. 

Joe separates from Jerome (Shia LaBeouf) 


and ignores her young child in search of reju- 
venated pleasure, but she’s not ashamed. With 
“Nymphomaniac,” von Trier avoids endorsing 
the conventional morality that pushes natural, 
confusing human instincts aside. He does la- 
zily utilize Seligman’s sometimes-dry analysis 
(at one point in “Vol. IT” Joe tells him, “I think 
this was one of your weakest digressions”)

Until now. And until a few minutes into the 
film, I’d forgotten that I’d seen it three years 
ago. Not a good sign. Also not a good sign: 
“Frankie and Alice” comes from a team whose 
most notable credit is “Save the Last Dance.” 

Most of the time, Frankie (Halle Berry) is a 
charismatic L.A. stripper (at a club where the 
dancers apparently stay completely clothed) 
clever enough to take advantage of her 
physical gifts while still protecting herself. 
Sometimes, though, her mind seems to flip a 
switch that turns her into a different person 
altogether—a real puzzle for psychiatrist Dr. 
Oz Stellan Skarsgard of “Nymphomaniac”). 
Fortunately, when tests show Frankie has di- 
vergent personalities, the results are treated 
with less watch-out-everyone-wants-to-kill- 
you paranoia than in “Divergent.”

The then-44-year-old Berry has no 
trouble passing for 32. Aside from a mo- 
ment when she flip-flops between Frankie 
and Alice and looks like an “Exorcist”-style 
demon is fighting to get out of her, she’s 
not bad ina role that also includes Frankie’s 
third personality—a child her doctor calls 
“Genius.” Yet the movie reduces multiple 
personality disorder to haunted memories 
and melodramatic flashbacks with limited 
insight. It’s intriguing that while Frankie 
is black, Alice is a white racist. Something 
has happened to Frankie that caused her to 
reject her past and herself, which is always a 
fascinating concept. 

Of course, her unconscious, uncontrol- 
lable tendency to disappear inside herself is 
presented as a soapy, easily unraveled mys- 
tery, instead of an informative look at mental 
illness and how a tragic past can foster a 
correspondingly difficult present.

is nothing new. The guy is a living theater 
legend. 

“One day, when everyone was feeling 
stressed ... he just came in one day and some- 
one was like, ‘Mick, how are you doing?’ and 
he goes, ‘I’m great, every day is a parade,’ with 
zero smile on his face,” Newsome said, laugh- 
ing. “It was the best thing. That’s exactly how 
I feel. Like that, but the opposite.” 

Running a YouTube channel without a 
Web connection, haunted house employees, a 
pesky parrot and a remarkable solo tune about 
what makes us cry are just a handful of the 


phenomenally and outrageously bizarre skits 
that cross the stage.

See what’s cooking at artsy 
hangout Fulton Market Kitchen

‘A mix oF art galleries and big-name restaurants 
mixed in with meatpacking plants is what makes 
the Wiest Loop a destination. After living in the 
neighborhood for nearly a decade, Daniel Alonso 
(of Wicker Park tapas bar Black Bull) partnered up 
with former Victor Hotel owner Relu Stan to turn 
that space into his own mixed-media creation. 


Vicor Motel was a club, not a hotel, and Fulton Market 
Kitchens on Sangamon Street, not Fulton, but stay with 
mr here. When it came to filling this massive, high-ceil- 
ingecl, mulzi-roomed bar and restaurant, Alonso enlisted a 
leuicen of local artists and was inspired by everything from 
the ‘Sos art scene in New York to the Wynwood Walls, a 
Strics uf street-art murals in Miami, he said. I dropped 
i dat wperiing weekend to see whether the ideas came 
taetlier, 


Sights 

“WN hac Twas naturally fearful of is ... {oftentimes} when 
artwork is clisplayed in a cafe or a bar or a restaurant, it 
feels very decorative,” Alonso said. “It’s kind of like, four 
paintings and there’s an artist’s note underneath ... ‘oil 
can carvas, call for price.’ I want it to be a very integrated 
prt wf the pverall design.” By combining forces with Alex 
Morales af Smartmouth Designs and Franklin Riley of 
Fi Gallery, Alonso managed to make the space and art 
feel cave ancl the same, from a massive mural by graffiti 
artist Ermi Vales to a trio of works by Hebru Brantley 
above: a pair of massive wooden carriage doors. At a 
trendy art gallery opening, sometimes the scene—with 
creative: types mingling and wine flowing freely—is just 
as interesting as what’s on the walls. That’s how it felt 
here after clark, as the dinner crowd gave way to cocktail 
tlresses anti cleavage, fashionable dudes working leather 
hlaxvrs ancl an appearance from party scene fixtures the 
Landan twins. 


Smells 


T cit dargeve the cutesiness of the naming the courses 
first, second and third “canvases.” I can even tolerate the 
cockriil renu being sectioned off into “Renaissance” 

for classics and “Modern: First gallery showings” for 
furiky creations such as the beet juice-based Beetlejuice 
Ticetlejuice ($12). But I don’t think the owners were quite 
thinking it rhrough when they glued the menu pages in- 
sicle act hiszory books from the ’6os. Novel idea in theory, 
hut what actually happens is the whole table smells like

Off to a good start 


an old, dusty library every time you open a 
menu. There’s nothing less appetizing than 
your hands smelling like eau de old book 
when you lift your cocktail to your lips or 
snatch the last fry from the table. 


Tastes 

Our server recommended that each person 
order a first, second and third course for 
dinner, which will run about $50-$75 per 
person, not including drinks or tip. If you’re 
not in the market or mood for a full three- 
course dinner, as my table was, you can share 
and snack on a handful of plates instead. 
Executive chef James Gottwald (former 
Rockit Ranch Productions culinary director) 
is behind the food menu; like a stroll through 
an art museum, some things dazzled while 
others just didn’t do it for me. Scallop crudo 
($12), with its thin slivers of ruby beet and 
coral grapefruit plus a sprinkle of pink pep- 
percorn, looked like a work of art but lacked 
the zing or zip that makes a good crudo. I ac- 
tually dug the other scallop appetizer—which 
the kitchen mistakenly sent out instead and 
our server apologized for on the spot—much 
more, with its deep-fried nuggets of bay scal- 
lop and sweetbreads matched with lemon, 
rich truffle aioli and salty tobiko. A too-heavy 
char on the grilled octopus ($13) overpow- 
ered the tomatoes, vinaigrette and frisee it 
was served with, but rye-crusted salmon with 
braised red cabbage, pickled onions, fried 
capers, dill and creamy yogurt ($24) had my 
whole table raving. 


Sips 

Fulton Market Kitchen could have done 
what so many restaurants do and roll out a 
short cocktail menu that riffs on the classics. 
Instead, the cocktail menu is bigger than the 
food menu—and as far as new hangouts go, 
is only rivaled by recently opened Celeste in

its length and creativity. Skinny margarita 
types can up their game with the What’s Up 
Doc ($12), a carrot-ginger-lemon-tarragon 
concoction that sounds straight out of a 
juice bar, plus vodka. Whiskey drinkers can 
expand their palates with the cinnamon- and 
anise-laced Odd Job ($12). Even the highballs 
(five choices, all $10)— simple cocktails con- 
sisting of a spirit, mixer and ice (like scotch 
and soda)—will keep you guessing with funky 
combos such as Peter and the Wolf made 
from herbal Fernet Branca with root beer, 

or smoky mezcal with Jarritos lime soda in 
the awesomely named Ecto Non-Cooler 
(80s kids, are you with me?). I couldn’t find 

a mixologist’s name credited anywhere on 
the menu, but options such as the F-Mkt-K 
Mixology—a Coors Banquet can and Heaven 
Hill bourbon for $5—made it clear that 
whoever created the drink menu doesn’t take 
things too seriously. It turns out the brains 
behind the booze is beverage director Brian 
Sturgulewski, a Drumbar bartender who is 
transitioning to Fulton Market Kitchen full- 
time. (PS. You might recognize him as a 2014 
Best Bartender finalist.) 


Bottom line 

I’ve seen art-themed hangouts fall flat— Gal- 
lery Bar in River North and Fame in Wicker 
Park when they opened last summer come to 
mind—but Fulton Market Kitchen manages 
to harness the energy of a can-it-get-any- 
hotter neighborhood. Though this isn’t the 
first place I’d return to for a full dinner in 
this part of town, I could see myself coming 
here for cocktails after dinner on Randolph 
Street or to dazzle out-of-town guests with 
the artsy ambiance. Considering that the 
West Loop is bubbling over with even more 
development— Soho House, Nobu Hotel 
and Restaurant and Google’s future Chicago 
headquarters, to name a few projects in the 
works — Fulton Market Kitchen is poised to 
keep the party going.
